proposition. 

Senator Dill of Washington, a 
Democratic prohibitionist and 


prominent in the campaign of Gov. 
Roosevelt of New York for the 
presidential nomination advocated 


it as a means of fighting the 1532 
campaign on the economic issue, 

In 1852 the Whigs and the Dem- 
ocrats tried the same proposition 
on slavery. Identical declarations 
were adopted. Eight years later 
the Civil War began. 

Leaders of both sides in the pro- 
hibition contest have said, “All 
right, if you accept our proposal.” 

“T should like to see the prohibi- 
tion question lifted out of vartisan- 
ship,” said Robinson, “but frankly 
I don’t see how it can be done.” 

“I hope it can be done,” said 
Reed. “I think it would be fortun- 
ate if we could meet the rerious 
economic issues without the pro- 
hibition problem at stake.” :

NOTED SGENTIST 
 KLLED INFALL 
ON MOUNT WILSON 


Dr. Leonard Thompson 
Troland of Harvard, Co- 
Inventor of Movie Color- 


ing Processes, Victim.

PASADENA, Cal., May 27.—Dr. 
Leonard Thompson Troland, noted 
scientist of Harvard University, co- 
inventor of certain coloring proc- 
pictures, was 
killed today in a fall over a 250- 
foot cliff on Mount Wilson, 6000- 
foot peak. 

Dr. Troland, who was 42 years 
old, ascended the mountain several 


days ago with a friend, D. D. 
Eaton. He was in Southern Cali- 
fornia on a leave of absence in an 
attempt to regain his health. He 
had not been visiting the famous 
Mount Wilson observatory at the 
time of the accident, but was wan- 
dering along the trails which criss- 
cross the peak. 

Dr. Troland, born in Norwich, 
Conn., was graduated from the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology and held other degrees from 
Harvard and Bowdoin. For two 
years he was a research engineer 
for the General Electric Co. and 
in 1916 became a member of the 
Harvard faculty. Six years later 
he became an assistant professor 
of psychology.

ALDERMEN VOTE 
10 PCT. CUT FOR 
CITY EMPLOYES 


Wage Reduction’ Bill, Car- 
rying Emergency Clause, 
Effective Wednesday Af- 
ter Mayor Signs It.

The Board of Aldermen today 
passed, by a vote of 24 to 3, the 
bill making a 10 per cent cut in the 
pay of city employes. 

The measure, which carried an 
emergency clause, will go into ef- 
fect Wednesday, after being signed 
py Mayor Miller, who approved it 
as a member of the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment. 

-The three Aldermen voting 
against the measure were Wimer, 
Riefling and Neu. All the other 
members, and President Neun, 
voted affirmatively. 

The 10 per cent cut was a basic 


condition of the budget bill, 
passed Tuesday, which with 
this cut in effect for cit yof- 


fices, will still show a deficit of 
about $580,000. The amount of the 
cut is estimated by Deputy Comp- 


troller Gunn at $914,000 in muni- 
cipal departments, and $170,000 in 
the Water Department. These fig- 
ures are approximate, as the num- 
ber of employes in the departments 
ig a varying quantity. 

Riefling, it developed soon after- 
ward, was one of two Aldermen 
who refused to sign the round 
robin of city officials and depart- 
ment heads, accepting cuts of 10 
per cent in their own salaries for 
the rest of the vear.

Wimer was the chiéf objector 
to the passage of the bill, which 
required suspension of the rules.

He 
introduced a resolution, which was 
referred to the Resolutions Com- 
mittee, asking the Comptroliler’s 
office to furnish information as to 
the 1915-16 pay scale in compar- 
ison with that of 1931.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—A 1.75 
per cent.sales tax amendment was 
introduced in the Senate today by 
Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, who awaited an oppor- 
tunity to bring the issue to vote. 
He has withheld the proposal until 
the special excise rates were voted 
upon.

The Walsh amendment provides 


censing manufacturers, producers 


or importers, as the case may be, 
and taxing any articles passing 
from a licensed manufacturer or 
producer to anyone unlicensed. No 
tax would be levied on a product 
transferred from one licensed man- 
ufacturer or producer to another. 
Manufacturers and producers 
would not have to obtain a license 
if their productions for the preced- 
ing year sold for less than $20,000. 

Exemptions under the amend- 
ment are: Food for human or ani- 
mal consumption; medicines, ether 
than patent or proprietary; wear- 
ing apparel, except shoes sold for 
more than $5, or anything else for 
more than $35; agricultural prod- 
ucts, implements and machinery, 
fertilizer or ingredients; 
hand tools; any article on which 
an internal revenue tax is imposed: 
newspapers, magazines, books and 
other periadion™, and reiigious 
articles.

GOT STOLEN BONDS

Says Feitinie J Justice of 
Peace Gave Him $100 
After Robbery of St. 
Charles Furniture Store.

Berthold McBride, former con- 
vict, was found guilty at St. Charles 
yesterday of the robbery of H. C. 
Dallmeyer & Sons Furniture Co. 


last Jan. 23. His punishment was 
fixed by a jury at 20 — in 
the penitentiary. 
McBride was named in the con- 
fession of James W. Green, who 
pleaded guilty and is under sen- 
tence of 20 years in prison for 
the same crime. 
Green, as a witness for the State, 
testified he and McBride went to 
the furniture store tn St. Charles 
after meeting at the recreation es- 
tablishment on Olive Street road 
of Adolph Fiedler, former Justice 
of the Peace in St. Louis County. 
In the robbery, Green said, they 
obtained $800 in cash and $1200 
in Liberty Bonds. 
Says Fiedler Gave Him $100. 
The cash was divided, Green 
said, at McBride’s home in Over- 
land, and they took the bonds to 
Fiedler’s place that night. Mece- 
Bride retained possession of them, 
Green said, and conferred alone 
with Fiedler in another room. The 
fext day, Green testified, he saw 
Fiedler remove some of the bonds 
from a filing cabinet, A few days 
later, he testified, the former Jus- 
tice of the Peace gave him $100 
which he understood to be his 
share of the proceeds of the bonds. 
Green’s testimony that he. and 
McBride had set out from Fiedler’s 
establishment was corroborated by 
Berta Milan, a young woman em- 
ployed there. 
Testifying for the defense, Fied- 
ler denied. he had handled the 
bonds and said he did not even 
know McBride. 
McBride, who is 27 years old, 
took the stand to offer an alibi. He 
said he had not left his home at 
2821 Tennyson avenue, Overland, 
on the day of the robbery. He had 
been identified as one of the rob- 
bers by two of the Dallmeyer 
brothers, who were in the store 
when it was robbed. 

Jury Out Six Hours. 

The jury deliberated six hours 
before reporting its verdict to Cir- 
cuit Judge Woolfolk.

FOUR LIVES LOST, 
HIP SINKS AFTER | 
COLLISION IN FOG 


Coast Steamer Grecian 
Founders Few Minutes 
After Crash ‘With Chat- 
tanooga Off Rhode Island 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW LONDON, Conn., May 27. 


—The steamers Grecian and Chat- 


tanooga collided in fog off Block 
Island today, the Grecian sinking 
with a loss of four lives. 

The Chattanooga rescued the re- 
maining 32 members of the Gre- 
cian’s crew and during the morn- 
ing the bodies of two of the four 
men lost were:recovyered by one of 
the coast guard craft sent to the 
scene at first report of sme acci- 
dent. 

The Chattanooga, which Lett New 
York for Boston last night, pro- 
ceeded for Boston with the rescued 
after reporting that its own pas- 
sengers and crew were uninjured. 

The Grecian - left Boston last 
night for Norfolk with freight. 

The master of the Grecian was 
among those saved. 

Story in Radio Messages. 
The story of the collision was 
told graphically in radio messages 
picked up by the Radio Marine 
Corporation. The first, from the 
City of Chattanooga, said: 

“At about 1:50 a. m. we struck 
the steamer Grecian and she sank 
in a few minutes off Block Island.. 
We anchored. Crew and passengers 
(of the City of Chattanooga) all 
right.”’ 

Block Island is about 10 miles 
off the Rhode Island coast. The 
collision occurred about five miles 
in a northerly direction from the 
island. 

A few minntes later the City of 
Chattanooga radioed: . 

“We are blowing three blasts at 
intervals and searching for mcm- 
bers of the crew not yet rescued 
with lights and boats.” 

At 3:33 a. m. the steamer On- 
tario asked the City of Chattanooga 
if it meeded any assistance. The 
City of Chattanooga replied: 

“We do not need any assistunce. 
The master of the Grecian is safe 
aboard the City of Chattanooga. 
The damage to our ship is unknown 
but considered slight. Four mem- 
bers of Grecian’s crew still unac- 
counted fdér The United States 
cutter Upshur has arrived and is 
assisting in the search for the miss- 
ing men.” 

“Please Watch for Survivors.” 
Shortly afterward the City 
Chattanooga radioed: 

“To all ships in the vicinity of 
Block Island: Please watch for 
survivors.” 

Then the City of Chattanooga ra- 
dioed the Upshur: 

“Have you a doctor aboard?” 
The Upshur, one of the crack 
craft of the éoast guard, replied 
that it had. 

The Grecian was a steel screw 
steamer of 2827 net tons, built in 
1900 and operated by the Merchant 
& Miners Transportation co., be- 
tween Boston, Baltimore. and 
Southern perts. 

The City of Chattanooga is a 
much newer craft, having been 
built in 1923. It runs on the Sa- 
vannah line between Savannah, 
New York and Boston. It left New 
York last night, Boston-bound. She 
is a craft of 4343 net tons.

UT FOR REPEAL 
~ OF PROHIBITION 


Declaration Made at G. O. 
P. State Convention— 
Formerly Ran as Anti-Sa- 
loon League Choice. 


By tle Associated Press. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., May 27.— 
Former Gov. Len Small, Repub- 
lican nominee for the governorship, 
told the Republican State Conven- 
tion today he was for repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment. 

His declaration came soon after 
the temporary chairman, Frank L. 
Smith of Dwight, Ill, a “dry,” in 
his keynote speech, urged the dele- 
gates to adopt a platform plank 
for resubmission of the liquor ques- 
tion to the states and blamed the 
Democrats for placing the eight- 
eenth amendment in the Federal 
Constitution. 

The statements of both Small 
and Smith were interpreted as in- 
dicating that for the first time 
since prohibition came into effect, 
Republicans in Illinois would wage 
a campaign on a platform that in- 
cluded resubmission or possible 
prohibition repeal among its 
planks, 

In his address, Small, who in 
former years had been supported 
by the Illinois Anti-Saloon League 
as a “dry,” quoted the outcome 
of the Illinois referendum of 1930, 
which showed sentiment two to one 
against prohibition. He said, “It 
is plainly evident that the senti- 
ment of the people of Illinois is 
now even more overwhelmingly 
against prohibition than in 1930. 

. Beer and Light Wines. 

“I declare for the repeal of the 
eighteenth amendment. Pending 
such repeal, I declare for modifica- 
tion of the Volstead act to permit 
the sale and manufacture of beer 
and light wines. 

“The speedy modification of the 
Volstead act to permit the manu- 
facture and sale of beer and light 
wines would furnish employment 
in the brewery industry alone for 
300,000 persons, and many times 
that number in inter-related indus- 
tries. A Federal tax of 25 cents 
a gallon... would yield approxi- 
mately $500,000,000 annually, to 
say nothing of local licenses. 

“Even more important, the re- 
opened brewery industry, figuring 
on the 1914 basis, would require 
3,000,000,000 pounds of foodstuffs 
a year, including grains produced 
upon the farms of Illinois, with 
the resultant immediate increase in 
the price of farm products, due to 
this increased demand. 

Warns Against Cermak. 

“Moreover, the repeal of the 
present prohibition laws would 
mark the end of the reign in ter- 
ror of the crime syndicates.” 

Small said he wanted to warn 
the State against what he asserted 
was an attempt by Mayor Anton 
Cermak of Chicago to extend his 
rule to the entire State. 

Calling for a showdown on the 
question, Smith declared the time 
had come to make prohibition a 
party issue, and to settle it one way 
or the other. 

Although advocating the enforce- 
ment of the prohibition laws as 
long as they are on the statute 
books, Smith said he would like to 
see the party “insist that Congress 
pass and submit to the states, at 
the earliest possible date, a proper 
resolution for repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment, and provide that 
the states act upon it in constitu- 
tional conventions composed of 
delegates chosen upon that one is- 
sue only.” 7 

Would Make Party Issue. 
“In other words,” he said, . “I 


as a party policy put the repeal or 
the retentidn of the eighteenth 
amendment up to the men and 
women of America for settlement. 
And I would add, as a rider to that 
policy,. that if and when the eight- 
eenth amendment is repealed, the 
liquor traffic of this country shall 
be regulated in behalf of temper- 
ance and public decency, and that 
this traffic shall be so handled as 
to take the control of liquor dis- 
pensation out of the hands of the, 
racketeers and all others who flout 
and defy the law”

ADVOCATES OFFER 
~ ARGUMENTS FORT 


C. T. Case, Former Partner 
of Mayor Seeks to Appear 
Against Levy — Final 
Hearing Thursday. 


A fourth and final hearing on a 


bill for a city license tax on chain 
stores will be conducted by the 
Legislation Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen next Thursday 
afternoon, for the benefit of op-

Eilers was not informed wheth- 
er Associated Chain Store Mer-

a group for purposes of acting on 
the tax bill. Case’s partner, David 
W. Voyles, appeared to ask the 
committee for a delay. He told re- 
porters he did not know whom 
Case represented, Vance J. Higgs, 
a lawyer, also asked to be heard, 
later, saying he was not prepared 
yesterday to discuss the measure. 
He told the Post-Dispatch he rep- 
resents the National Chain Store 
-Association, comprising about 98 
per cent of all chain stores, which 
is opposed to the bill. 

The audience of local merchants 
and others, favoring the tax, was 
told by Eilers: “I believe you have 
persuaded the committee you are 
correct. I believe you’ve won your 
point.” 

Renews Argument for Bill. 

At the call for discussion of the 
measure, George J. Schulte, editor 
of the Interstate Grocer, who has 
been a principal spokesman for the 
tax advocates at the hearings, said 
his group had come to listen to op- 
position. However, at Eilers’ invi- 
tation, Schulte renewed arguments 
for the bill and against the prac- 
tices of chain stores. Many of the 
arguments the committee has 
heard have been fn favor of de- 
struction of the chain store system. 

“I had lunch today with the 
manager Of a chain 10-cent store,” 
Schulte said. “He told me the in- 
structions to managers of his sys- 
tem were to take inventory when 
stocks were lowest, They usually 
did this right after Christmas.”

BOMBAY, May 27.—Mirabal has 
just been freed from the cell where 
she served three months for her 
activities in Mahatma Gandhi's 
civil disobedience campaign. 

Daughter of the late Rear Ad- 
miral Sir Esmond Slade, comman- 
der of British naval forces in East 
Indian waters, she abandoned her 
identity as Madeline Slade and her 
high social place in London and 
Bombay to become a humble dis- 
ciple of Gandhtl. 

Her reasons have been known 
in an obvious, fragmentary man- 
ner, but she always has refused in- 
terviews. But now she was ready 
to talk and this i- her story: 

“Tt was reared in luxury and ease. 
I had a splendid education, trav- 
eled widely, danced, had pretty 
clothes, lovely jewels, many ad- 
mirers. 

“But I lacked spiritual satisfac- 
tion and real contentment and I de- 
cided that life was an empty sham. 
“Tl found people vain, petty, am- 
bitious, jealous, selfish. 

“People Had No Ideals.” 
“They sought only their own 
comfort, happiness and gain. Hu- 
manity and its sufferings and sor- 
rows was secondary to them. They 
had no ideals. 

“I began to seek light. I found 
it when I met Romain Rolland, the 
great French philosopher. He ad- 
vised me, if I wanted to do the ut- 
most good in this world, to join Mr. 
Gandhi's ashram (retreat) at 
Ahmadabad, on the banks of the 
sacred Sarbarmati River. 

“I went to Switzerland and for a 
year lived in_seclusion with the 
poorest Swiss peasants. I studied

all of Mahatma Gandhi's works; I 
dressed in omespun. 

“Then I came to India, landing at 
Bombay, where, many years pre- 
viously, I had been a social butter- 
fly.

Week’s Purchases of Govern- 
ment Paper Drop From $81,- 
000,000 to $59,000,000. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, May 27. — The 
Federal Reserve system slowed its 
purchase of Government securities 
in the last week to $59,060,000, a 
drop from $81,000,000 the week be- 
fore and from $98,000,000 two 
weeks ago. 

For five weeks prior to last 


week the system had purchased 
about $100,000,000 in Government 
securities each week to make avail- 
able to member banks additional 
credit which could be used to aid 
business and industry. The govér- 
nors of the Federal Reserve banks, 
composing the system’s open mar- 
ket committee, in a statement last 
week said that the policy would be 
continued, but in amounts to be 
determined from time to time. 

Purchases last week brought to 
about $800,000,000 the amount of 
Government securities purchased 
since the movement was inaugu- 
rated. ‘ 

Th: total held by Federal Re- 
serve banks on May 25 was $1,- 
525,000,000 — $927,000,000 more 
than was held o nthe corresponding 
date a year ago. 

The Federal Reserve board’s 
weekly statement showed that 
money was returning from circula- 
tion into the banks and the Treas- 
ury. There had been a decréase 
of $39,000,000 in money in circula- 
tion, the total on May 25 being 
$5.410,000,000—$776,000,000 more 
than was in circulation a year ago. 

The board reported a further 
outward movement of gold showing 
the supply had decreased $67,000,- 
000 in the week to $4,207,000,000. 
This made the loss of gold by the 
United States since Jan. 1 amount 
to about $254,000,000 and $5838,- 
000,000 for the fiscal year. 

The board said that total reserve 
bank crédit on May 25 amounted to 
$2,048,000,000, an increase of $60,- 
000,000 for the week. 


DEPARTMENT STORE TRADE UP 
7 PCT, IN CHICAGO DISTRICT 


Generrl Drop in Wholesale Groups 
Reported in Same Area From 
March to April, However. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, May 27.—A _ seven 
per cent rise in the volume of de- 
partment store trade in the Sev- 
enth Federal Reserve District from 
March to April was reported yester- 
day by the Seventh Federal Re- 
serve Bank in its monthly report. 

At the same time, however, re- 
porting wholesale groups showed 
emall declines where last year 
gains in April from March were 
general. Grocery trade dropped 
three per tent, dry goods two per 
cent, drugs seven per cent, shoes 
12 per cent and electrical supplies 
one per cent. 

Detroit and Milwaukee with a 
plus 12 per cent each led in the 
upward spurt of the department 
store sales volume. Indianapolis 
came second with seven per cent 
and Chicago registered a two and 
one-half per cent boost. Gains in 
other cities averaged 10 per cent. 
The seven per cent expansion in 
this field compared with one of 
16 per cent from March to April 
last year, but at that time the 
greatest volume of Easter trade 
fell in April whereas this year it 
came in March. 

In retail merchandising, the shoe 
trade was one pér cent better in 
April and an expansion of 18 per 
cent in the sales of furniture ‘was 
nearly average for the period al- 
though a rise of 28 per cent in in- 
stallment sales was smaller than 
usual. Fifteen chains operating 
2640 units reported no change from 
March. 


CHRISTIE COMPANY, PIONEER

Liabilities of Comedy Producers 
Equal Assets of $2,500,000, At- 
torney Says.

edies, pioneer Hollywod movie or- 
ganization, and other interests of 
Al and Charles Christie, brothers, 
for benefit of creditors.

(Northern)- yesterday. 
Dr. Kerr was elected on the third 


the highest office in the church, 
He has been pastor of the First 
Presbyterian Church of Tulsa for 
more than 33 years. He went to 
Oklahoma as a home missionary. 

The Tulsa pastor poiled 649 votes 
out of a possible 905 cast on the 
third ballot. His nearest competi- 
tor, the Rev. Dr. Dirk Lay of Saca~- 
ton, Ariz., who had 143 votes, 
moved to make the election of Dr. 
Kerr unanimous. The motion was 
seconded by the Rev. Dr. Joseph 
A. Vance, Detroit, who was third 
in the balloting with 113 votes. 
Two other candidates, the Rev. Dr. 
Davis de Forest Burrell, Williams- 
port, Pa., and the Rev. Dr. William 
Hallock Johnson of Lincoln Univer- 
sity, Pa., withdrew after the sec- 
ond ballot. 

Dr. Kerr, a member of the Gen- 
eral Council of the church, suc- 
ceeds the Rev. Dr. Lewis Seymour 
Mudge of Philadelphia. 

Dr. Mudge listed evils the church 
must attack in a sermon opening 
the assembly. 

“Racketeering, bootlegging, drug 
selling, kidnaping, race discrimina,- 
tion, reckless extravagance in Gov- 
ernment expenditure and in private 
life, and the substitution of specu- 
lation for hard work as a road to 


wealth—all these are evident on 
every side,” he said. 
Dr. Mudge declared isolation 


from the rest of the world is “im- 
possible for us practically and 
wrong for us morally.” 

The church, he said, should not 
be satisfied with conditions in this 
country, which menace the Ameri-

NEW YORK, May 27.—If Mickey 
Walker fails to get that match with 
Ernie Schaaf as early in the out- 
door season as he expected, he can 
blame it all on Paulino Uzcudun, 
rock-ribbed old warrior from the 


Pyrenees. 
By the slimmest of margins and, 
partly at least, because of an illegal 
punch at the end of the eighth 
round, Walker squeezed out a 10- 
decision over Paulino in 
adison Square Garden last night. 
But the booes of a crowd of 8000 
followed Waitker as he left the ring, 
while Paulino drew the ovation 
usually reserved for the winner. 
The punch that turned the sym- 
pathies of the crowd to the veteran 
Spaniard and the tide of battle to- 
ward Walker came after the bell 
had ended the eighth round. Pau- 
lino was partly at fault for he 
landed a left hook to the body just 
after the bell. But he dropped his 
hands and stepped back and, as he 
did, Walker swung a right that 
split the Gpeniard's left eyebrow 
: wide open. 
* That blow beat Paulino for Walk- 
‘er opened the cut with the first 
punch in the ninth round and, 
blinded by the flow of blood, Pau- 
lino could do little from then on 
put step forward into Walker's lefts 
to the head. 
Walker, if he had won decisive- 
ly, was to have been matched im- 
mediately with Schaaf, but now he

. Paul Defeats Pena to 
Win N. B. A. Feather Title. 


“ DETROIT, Mich., May 27.—Tom- 
my Paul, game little warrior from 

Buffalo, N. Y., today wears the 
National Boxing Association’s belt, 
emblematic of the featherweight 
championship. 

He won it handily last night by 
outfighting Johnny Pena, rugged 
New Yorker, throughout most of 
the 15-round final bout of a tour- 
nament to fill the vacancy left 
when Bat Battalino outgrew the di- 
vision. Reféree Slim McClelland’s 
score card gave Paul every round 
but the seventh. 

In his dressing room after the 
fight, the new champion said he 
would defend his title in Septem- 
ber against Fidel La Barba. Pena 
eliminated La Barba several weeks 
ago in the tournament semifinals 
on a decision which fight fans pro- 
test to this day. 

Last night’s go was the first 15- 
rounder for either fighter and in 
the tenth it looked as if Paul was 
fading and might lose the advan- 
tage he had piled up through a 
steady cross-fire of lefts and rights. 
But midway in the round he caught 
Pena with a solid blow high on the 
cheek. Pena’s knees wobbled and 
the crowd howled for a knockout. 

Paul delayed his coup de grace 
too long and Pena clinched until 
his head cleared, but the temporary 
success imbued the ultimate win- 
ner with the courage needed to 
carry on. . 

In the seventh, Pena caught Paul 
in a corner and shook him with 
half a dozen straight lefts and 
right hooks to the head. The fight- 
ing was fairly even in the early 
rounds and in the eighth and ninth.

150 Members of the House Get 
Together to Discuss Causes and 
Possible Cures of Depression

W. Jett Lauck, Economist, Urges U. S. Con- 
trol of Investment Banking to Subordi- 
nate It to Democratic Aspirations.

WASHINGTON, May 27.—One 
hundred and fifty members of ‘he 
House, summoned by Congressmen 
Mead, (Dem.), New York, Kelly, 
(Rep.), ‘Pennsylvania, and La 
Guardia (Independent Rep.), New 
York, took counsel together last 
night on the causes and possible 
cures of the depression. 

Among the speakers was W. Jett 
Lauck, an economist known as ad- 
viser to labor organizations. He 
has held, among many other po- 
sitions of similar kind, that of 
secretary to the National War La- 
bor Board of 1918-1. 

Lauck defended Congress against 
what he termed a “propagand, of 
abuse,” and, in suggesting meas- 
ures for its consideration in the 
present emergency, declared it es- 
sential that investment banking 
be brought under Federal contro! 
and “subordinated to democratic 
institutions and aspiration.” 

Failing this action, he _ said. 
there could be no real attainment 
of prosperity among the people, 
nor could the confidence and sup- 
port of investors for a reconstruc- 
tion program be obtained. 

“Essential to Future Progress.” 

“The rehabilitation und control 
of this branch of banking is essen- 
tial to future progress and the 
proper diffusion of our national 
earnings and other income,” he 
continued. 

“If there is one conclusion that 
is clear and irrefutable from a 
study of the causes of the unprec- 
edented industrial and financial 
tragedy which is now upon us, it 
is that so-called investment bank- 
ing institutions of all form, wheth- 
er private banking houses or so- 
called banking affiliates of com- 
mercial banks in New York, Chi- 
cago and other cities, should be at 
once required to take out national 
charters and be brought under 
strict Federal supervision and con- 
trol. 

“Until this is done, and this class 
of financial insitutions are actually 
subordinated to our self-governing 
Democratic institutions, there can 
be no real assurance in the future 
of a proper and reasonable degree 
of participation of wage-earners, 
salaried workers and farmers in 
the output of industry. 

Suggests Course of Action. 

“The best method for attaining 
this end would be through the 
creation of a Federal investment 
banking board, which, as in the 
case of the Federal Reserve Board, 
would be financed by levies upon 
members of the banking system. It 
should be constituted of five mem- 
bers, without investment or other 
banking connections, to be appoint- 
ed by the President and confirmed 
by the Senate. 

“All investment banking institu- 
tions engaged in initiating or mar- 
keting stocks, bonds and other se- 
curities, whether persons, firms, 
partnerships Or ~ corporations, 
should be required to apply for a 
charter to the Federal investment 
bankiag board and submit to its 
jurisdiction. 

“The law should forbid the ac- 
ceptance of demand or other de- 
posits by investment banks. [Pro- 
vision should also be made for 
holding investment banks legally 
liable for the facts contained in the 
prospectus or declarations put for- 
ward in connection with security 
issues or flotations must first, be- 
tore being offered for sale, be sub- 
mitted to the board for its ap- 
proval. 

“No corporate reorganizations, | 
mergers or consolidations should 
becomie operative without the sanc- 
tion of the board. All underwrit- 
ing and distributive arrangements 
should also be required to have the 
board’s approval. 

“Furthermore, the jurisdiction of 
the board should extend over all 
fiscal arrangements of corporations 
engaged in interstate commerce 
with the exception of transporta- 
tion companies, the security flota- 
tions of which are subject to the 
jurisdiction of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission.” . 
Says Congress Has Not Failed. 
Lauck declared that Congress 
had not failed, but that the busi- 
ness and industrial leadership of 
the country had “most grievously” 
failed. 

“If any mistake can be attribu- 
ted to Congress,’’ he went on, “it 
has consisted in placing too great 
confidence in the traditional Amer- 
ican conception of the superman 
abilities and atiainments of its in- 
dustrialists and financiers. Busi- 
ness and financial leadership, as a 
‘rule, has not been able to divest it- 
self of its preconceptions and t6 
grasp the real import ofthe funda- 
mental tendencies which have been 
operative since the close of 1929. 
“Congress now finds that it must 
needs be self-reliant and self-confi- 
dent in its service to democracy 
and humanity in the time of their 
extremity. It must therefore re- 
main in session until the present 
crisis is passed.” 

All would have been well eith 
the “new industrial revolution,” 
said Lauck, if the industrial and 
financial leaders of the couostry '— 


had made their practices conform 


to their widely proclaimed the- 
ories. 

“But,” he continued, “the bope 
of a new industrial regime in 
which the gains of capital would 
be unparalleled and the welfare 
of humanity would attain to un- 
precedented heights, was destroyed 
by a short-sighted and, as it 
turned out to be, a misguided de- 
sire for immediate profits. This 
was due primarily to so-called in- 
vestment bankers or those finan- 
cially responsible for the control 
and administration of industry, 
who refused to adhere to and ac- 
tually apply the avowed principles 
of the program. 

Five Factors in Disaster. 

“In the first place, there was no 
element of stability—no planning 
for individua! industries or for the 
co-ordinated activity of all indus- 
tries. 

“Second, prices were reduced, 
bringing a gain in real income, but 
not to the extent to which they 
might have been. 

“Third, wages and salaries were 
not advanced commensurately with 
lower costs and not in accordance 
with productive performance of 
the working forces, or consumption 
demands. 

“Hours were not reduced to off- 
set mechanical displacements and 
reduced employment. 

“Finally, too large and unjustifi- 
able proportion of output, in the 
light of the objectives sought—an 
increase in mass purchasing an‘ 
consuming power as a condition 
to industrial operations and per- 
formance—was reserved for prof- 
its. 

“Disaster as the result of this 
short-sighted policy was in course 
of time inevitable, but for several 
years accomplishments were amaz- 
ing. Old industries were expanded 
and new supplementary industries 
and services were developed and 
absorbed the employes displaced 
by technological improvements in 
the order and more basic indus- 
trial undertakings. 

Portents of Evil in 1927-28.” 

“Late in 1927 and during the 
early part of 1928, however, por- 
tents of evil appeared to disturb 
this golden age. Decreased indus- 
trial and commercial activity pro- 
duced a high degree of unemploy- 
ment in terms of numbers, fol- 
lowed for a time during the win- 
ter of 1927-1928 by very acute con- 
ditions in many industrial and 
commercial centers. The most 
conservative estimates were that 
a maximum of 4,000,000 workers 
were unemployed during this pe- 
riod. 

“Technological unemployment 
became so actite as to lead toa 
resolution by the United States 
Senate directing the Senate Com- 
mittee on Education and Labor to 
make an investigation concerning 
the causes and methods of relief. 

“The before-unknown phenom- 
enon appeared and constantly grew 
in extent of larger and larger num- 
bers of unemployed without any 
work or opportunities for work 
existing side by side with their 
more fortunate associates who re- 
mained employed at high rates of 
compensation. Pay rolls steadily 
declined along with the hitherto 
large volume of profits. In Octo- 
ber, 1929, it was estimated at least 
2,500,000 persons were already 
out of work because of technolo- 
gical displacements. 


‘In productive gains from the 
new industrial revolution, which 
avowedly were to be used in the 
payment of higher wages and sal- 
aries for the purpose of increasing 
consumer demand and maintain- 
ing prosperity at a constantly ac- 
celerated rate, were thus diverted 
and absorbed into corporation in- 
come. Industry, therefore, in the 
absence of shorter hours and high- 
er wages, was unable to take care 
of employes displaced by mechan- 
ization and other improvements. 


Improper Accruals to Capital. 


“Moreover, these improper ac- 
cruals to capital were capitalized 
on the theory that they would be 
permanent, and the securities thus 
issued became during the period 
1928-1929, the basis for the most 
inordinate and insane speculative 
movement in the history of the 
country. 

“When industry continued to 
slow down in July, 1929, due to 
the fact that employment and con- 
sumer purchasing power had not 
been maintained. as was ‘the origi- 
nal understanding, through shorter 
hours of work and higher rates of 
compensation, highly capitalized 
security values could no longer be 
maintained. In October, 1929, stock 


market speculative values. col- 
lapsed, and fictitious values disap- 
peared. 

“This stressing enough in 


itself had it been permitted to stop 
at this point. But it was not. 
Financiers not only destroyed the 
alluring prospects of a new era for 
industry and humanity by refusing 
to abide by the program as an- 
nounced in 1923, but also, after di- 
verting and capitalizing the income 
which should have gone to wage 
and salary workers, and securing 
immense profits from the securi-

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AGREEMENT ON POSTPONING 
GERMAN DEBT PAYMENTS 


Formal Accord in Delay Is Signed 
at Treasury by Ambassador von 
Prittwitz, 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 27.—For- 


mal agreement between the United 
States and Germany for postpone- 
ment of payments due on Ger- 
many’s debt to the United States in 
the fiscal year 1932 was signed yes- 


terday at the Treasury by Ambas- 
sador von Prittwitz of Germany. 

The formality merely carries out 
the postponement of the $6,000,- 
000 which Germany would have 
paid the United States during the 
present fiscal year on the Army of 
Occupation costs. The payment 
was held up under President Hoov- 
er’s year’s moratorium on interna- 
tional debts. 

Germany is the third nation to 
sign the formal agreement, which 
provides that the debts are to be 
paid over a period of 10 years, with 
4 per cent interest. Finland and 
Greece previously had signed agree- 
ments to pay $55,000 and $660,000, 
respectively. The remainder of the 
nations whose payments were post- 
poned are expected to sign the for- 
mal agreements next week.

BALANCE BUDGET, 
IS MILLS’ ADVICE 


Treasury Secretary Criti- 
cises Smith’s Plan for 
Public Works Program 
Financed by Bonds. 


By the -..ssociated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May 27.—Bal- 
ance“the budget and stop borrow- 
ing was the reply of Secretary of 
the Treasury Mills last night to the 
recent proposal of former Gov. Al- 
fred E. Smith of New York for a 
public works program to be fi- 
nanced by bonds. 

Mills, in a statement made pub- 
lic about the same time as were the 
details of Speaker Garner’s relief 
bill, also calling for a public works 
program to be financed by bonds, 
said a building program such as 
the one proposed by Smith, fi- 
nanced from the Treasury, would 
destroy 2 balanced budget and de- 
clared that its destructive effect 
would far outweigh any benefits. 
He made no direct reference to the 
Garner program. 

Mills paid tribute to Smith's 
“courage in recent public state- 
ments and his‘ valuable support by 
his outspoken declaration in favor 
of the rest of the President’s pro- 
gram.” 

Reviews Smith’s Program, 

He reviewed Smith's suggestions 
and pointed out that Smith himself 
advocated a balanced budget, but 
at the same time would destroy the 
plan with his vast program to be 
financed from the Treasury. 

“Public works, then, mean pub- 
lic borrowing, an unbalanced bud- 
get, and a shock to public confi- 
dence,” Mills explained, “for the 
country has relied on the definite 
assurance of the administration and 
of the Congressional leaders that 
the budget would be balanced. 

“The only wise and sound course 
to pursue is to balance the budget 
and put an end to borrowing. We 
have been striving to reach this 
objective for six months. Are we 
to throw up our hands now? No 
matter how earnest, sincere, and 
moving the plea, the Treasury De- 
partment cannot surrender on this 
fundamental principle. 

“The greatest field for the revival 
of employment is in private indus- 
try and it is that employment that 
must be revived. 

“Gov. Smith says business cannot 
get under way on its own initiative. 
I pelieve he is wrong. Business 
can and will get under way.” 

Productive and Unproductive 

Mills said Smith professed to be 
unable to distinguish between a 
so-called productive and an unpro- 
ductive loan, the funds to be ob- 
}tained in the first case by the sale 
of Reconstruction Finance securi- 
ties and in the second by the sale 
,of Treasury obligations. 

In both cases, Mills continued, 
the money must be obtained from 
the public. ‘In the case of the pro- 
ductive loans Federal credit was 
only indirectly invoked through 
sale of” Reconstruction Finance se- 
curities, and first and last the loan 
would not constitute a charge on 
public funds. 

Any loss, he said, would be a 
charge against the resources of the 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion and perhaps ultimately against 
its capital which already has been 
fully paid and included in the cur- 
rent year’s budget. 

In the second case, Mills said, 
An unproductive loan made by the 
Treasury would require the initial 
loan to be paid out of the general 
fund and the funds must be ob- 
tained through sale of Treasury ob- 
ligations, the interest on which, 
and the redemption of which must 
be secured from taxes and reflect- 
ed in the 1933 budget. 

Manufacturers’ and Beer Tax. 

Mills said that Smith spoke 
“vaguely of a beer tax and a gen- 
eral manufacturers’ sale tax to 
cover the cost of public works.” 
The first, he went on, had twice 
been beaten decisively both in the 
Senate and House and as to the 
manufacturers’ sales tax no one 
has suggested superimposing it on 
the selective sales or excise taxes 
proposed in the pending revenue 
bill, “and it would be unfair to do 
50.”’

The United States delegation de- 
scribed the submarine as a speci- 
fically offensive weapon and con- 
sidered battleships and aircraft- 
carriers to be defensive. Britain 
and Japan agreed with the United 
States on battleships but most of 
the smaller nations denounced 
them as offensive arms. 

Japan defended submarines and 
denounced aircraft-carriers. Af- 
gentina regarded battleships as of- 
fensive but in general indorsed the 
position of the United States and 
Britain.on the question of aircraft- 
| carriers. 

The United States and Preach

tion up to date as appalling. On a most conservative 
estimate, the country has lest since 1920 the astro 
nomical sum of $5,610,000,000. That is a third of our 
national debt. It is more than twice the amount of 
our current national deficit. It is half the loans made 
to our allies during the war. The figure includes the 
cost of prohibition enforcement, loss in revenue, 
minus fines and penalties. 

Five billion dollars cannot be laughed off, in the 
interest of a senatorial candidacy or for any other 
purpose. Neither can the revenue that would accrue 
to the Treasury now if prohibition were not on the 
books. There are, of course, numerous way of esti- 
mating what it would be. One estimate shows that 
if liquor were restored in the 15 states that were wet 
when the amendment went into effect, plus Nevada 
and Montana, which have repealed their enforcement 
acts, the Government would collect $900,000,000 a year 
at the pre-dry rates. These old rates certainly would 
be doubled, trebled or even quadrupled in the presen 
emergency. : 

Supposing; however, liquor would yield in taxes 
only one billion dollars annually. That is the ap 
proximate sum Congress is trying to raise by all sorts 
of extraordinary and exceedingly painful taxation at 
the present time. Will Mr. Hay agree that one bil- 
lion dollars is a lot of money, and that the existence 
of it as revenue from liquor would lighten the burden 
on every person in the country? It is one thing for 
this Democratic candidate for the Senate to plug for 
his dry principles, but quite another for him to at- 
tempt to mislead the voters as to the tremendous fig- 
ure prohibition cuts in our economic problems. 

Neither morally nor economically can the country 
afford to go on with national prohibition. It is not 
merely that we need the money which is now enrich- 
ing the underworld. We need also to do away with 
the hypocrisy which has demoralized both politics 
and society. 

A FARCE WITH A GRIM LAST ACT? 

Bringing into the committee room all the vaude- 
ville and circus.atmosphere for which he is noted, 
Mayor Walker attempted to turn the Seabury investi- 
gation into a farce.

Distracted by Tammany dem- 
onstrations, and harassed by members of the» Hof- 
stadter committee friendly to Walker, Judge Sea 
bury is nevertheless going into the heart of the May- 
or’s conduct of New York City affairs. Perhaps what 
started out as a big show will have a grim last act. 


TROUBLES OF THE STEAMSHIP LINES. 

Tourist travel from America to Europe has fallen 
between 30 and 50 per cent in the last two years, it 
is estimated, and therein lies the reason for the 
Steamship companies’ woes. With fewer passengers 
to carry, they have more and faster ships on which 
to carry them. Tonnage is ccnsiderably greater now 
than before the World War (70,000,000 tons, as 
against 49,000,000) and passengers are considerably 
fewer (560,000 in 1931, as against 1,790,000 in 1913). 
Facing these conditions, the ocean lines have not 
sat back coOmplacentiy and waited for business te 
pick up. All sorts of plans to stimulate business 
have been adopted. 

One innovation was the “cruise to nowhere,” on 
which passengers were taken on a tour out to sea 
and return, lasting a week-end or longer. The non- 
existence of prohibition laws beyond the 12-mile limit 
has added to the popularity of these cruises. Palatia] 
trans-Atlantic yessels have been used for trips along 
the coast. One line recently announced the sale of 
European tours on the instaliment plan, with down 
payments as small as $34. Fares have been reduced 
each year for the last three years, until today they 
are lower than at any time since 1914. 

Retrenchments also have been put into effect. The 
number of sailings has been reduced to correspond 
with the lessened number of passengers. Another ex- 
pedient has been the pooling of facilities by com- 
peting lines of the same nation. The two major 
German lines, Hamburg-American and North German 
Lioyd, pooled their interests two years ago. Italy’s 
three large Atlantic lines were merged, and a sim- 
ilar arrangement in this country formed the Roose- 
velt-International Mercantile Marine from a group 
of firms. 

These plans have not been altogether successful, 
and now the ocean carriers are engaged in a more 
drastic experiment—that of turning over control to a 
dictator. The new “shipping czar” is Emil Lederer. 
an experienced Hamburg-American executive, who 
has been invested with power over the destinies of 
the North Atlantic and Mediterranean shipping of

A National Program 


HE Wagner bill for relief and public 
T works provides a golden opportunity for 

prompt national co-operation. The bill 
is a compromise among the various projects 
advanced by Mr. Young, Senator Robinson, 
Senator Wagner himself, ex-Gov. Smith 
and the President. It is a self-respecting 
compromise which they can all accept with- 
out feeling that they have sacrificed seri- 
ously the essential principles for which they 
have been contending or that they have lost 
sight of their common aim. 

On the main point at issue, the bill pro- 
vides that three-quarters of the Federal 
credit to be pledged shall be devoted to self- 
liquidating projects. Of the remaining quar- 
ter, which is to be spent directly on public 
works, it can fairly be said that a _ part, 
such as that to be devoted to flood control 
and the Hoover Dam construction, repre- 
sents a Wise national investment, and an- 
other part, te be spent on public buildings 
to replace structures on which the Govern- 
ment pays rentais, may, if properly admin- 
istered, represent a real saving of public 
money. 

When it is considered also that these 
$500,000,000 of public works include $195,- 
000,000 which Congress would authorize 
anyway, the moderation of the Wagner bill 
is manifest. 

It is true that these public works are 
to be financed by borrowing, and not on 
the pay-as-you-go principle, but, providing 
the budget is otherwise brought into bal- 
ance, the Government credit ought not to 
suffer at a time when the supply of liquid 
capital is so large. 

Those who strain at this gnat will later 
be forced to swallow a camel. 

The bill should be accepted in substance 
by the President for the administration and 
by Speaker Garner for the Demecrats in 
the House, it should be accepted by the 
financial community and by public opinion 
generally and Congress should enact it 
promptly without acrimonious debate, de- 
structive amendments, filibustering and ali 
the other devices of confusion and delay. 
Each one of us will be making some con- 
cession on his pet theories, but this is no 
time to be finical and stubborn. 

Apart from the merits of the bill itself, 
it car be said, I think, that the country 
would benefit more at this moment by a 
good demonstration of its capacity to agree 
eon something than by anything else that 
could happen in Washington. What has 
been most disturbing to confidence in the 
last few months has been the increasing 
doubt as to whether the Government in 
Washington could govern. Here is a meas- 
ure which provides relief and, in addition,

honestly seeks to meet the public demand 
for positive action toward a resumption of 
work. It cembines itn a harmonious pro- 
gram the ideas of the principal leaders of 
both parties. ; 

If there is to be co-operation in this 
crisis, this is an excellent chance to co-op- 
erate; if there is to be leadership, this is 
an excellent opportunity to follow the lead- 
ers. In a democracy where nobody must 
expect to have things just as he would like 
them, the Wagner bill is as statesman-like 
an adjustment of conflicting opinions as we 
are likely to see. 

A prompt agreement on the principles of 
this bill will facilitate the main business of 
Congress. That business is to balance the 
budget by drastic economies and adequate 
taxes. If the same spirit which animates 
this bill could be concentrated on the bud- 
get problem, it would be an incalculable 
gain. The Wagner bill represents the 
ideas of men who have been sponsoring 
large programs of Federal relief and pub- 
lic works, and also the ideas of men who 
have in the past opposed such programs. 
The same kind of agreement by open-mind- 
ed corcessions ig needed on retrenchment 
and taxes, 

At the present time, this main business is 
submerged in a welter of plans, amend- 
ments and votes. Why not lift the whole 
subject out of the confusion and simplify it? 
Let it be agreed that as to retrenchments 
there shall be a 15 per cent cut in all the 
appropriations; this saving to be made by 
cutting all salaries over $1500 10 per cent 
and the remainder by such reorganization 
and economies as the President may order: 
that as to taxes there shall be restored the 
war-time rates plus the manufacturers’ 
sales tax. : 

A program of this sort is not too drastic 
if the budget igs really to be brought into 
balance. Its enactment would pinch and 
hurt everybody considerably. Nobody can 
possibly like the whole of it, but no pro- 
gram can be devised that everybody will 
like. The country is in a position where an 
adequate solution must be a painful solu- 
tion. 

But theugh this program is painful, it 
would make the national credit secure, and 
the sacrifices which it would call for would 
help greatly to restere the national moraie. 

To adopt it requires patriotism, a real will- 
ingness to make individual! sacrifices for the 
common good. It would more than pay for 
itself, however, in the self-respect and seif- 
confidence which the nation would feel at 
having confronted its vie problem and

Symphony Organized to Aid 
Government Finnaces Likely 
to Be Permanent. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHAPEL HILL, N. C., May 27.— 
-—North Carolina’s venture with a 
State Symphony Orchestra, de- 
signed to be the first organization 
of its kind ever attempted in this 
country, has successfully passed 
the first steps. 

The North Carolita Symphony 
Society was born of a plan to pull 
the State out of the financial dol- 
drums and to restore confidence in 
business and industry. The 50- 
ciety'’s purpose is to administer to 
the cultural needs of the State. A 
gc-.l1 of 30,000 members has been 
set and each will be asked to con- 
tribute one dollar or more. 

Response has been almost spon- 


taneous in all sections of the 
State and a try-out concert has 
been successfully given with 52 


musicians participating. 

Lamar Stringfield of the Univer- 
sity of North Carolina music de- 
partment was delegated by the 
society to assemble the musicians. 
From all sections he brought mu- 
sicians, and after four rehearsals a 
concert was given that drew praise 
from the critics and prolonged ap- 
Plause from the audience. String- 
field conducted the orchestra in 
the trial concert. 

Music clubs throughout’ the 
State have indorsed the plan, and 
success of the demonstration con- 
cert has given impetus to’ the 
movement for a permanent orches- 
tral organization of symphonic 
quality. 

Time will be requirel to perfect 
& permanent organization, but the 
Chapel Hill concert has shown, 
leaders declaré, that the talent is/ 
available and that interest can be 
aroused. 

Stringfield, winner of a Pulitzer 
prize in 1928 for his composition, 
“From the Southern Mountains,” 
may be chosen to lead the State or- 
chestra. He has organized several 
orchestras, often including high 
school students, t: at have present- 
ed many difficult symphonic works. 

The orc*estra would present a 
series of concerts each season, vis- 
iting the principal centers of the 
State. While the goal of 30,000 
members is yet far from  “eing 
reached, those in charge of the 
movement are going ahead with 
plans.

Spanish crown. 

Her husband, Thomas Lynn Wil- 
kinson, was a descendant of Fran- 
cois Valley, first citizen of Ste. 
Genevieve before St. Louis was 
founded. At her residence, 5577A 
Cabanne, where she now lives with 
her youngest daughter, Miss Celeste 
Wilkinson, she did not seem unduly 
impressed nor overawed by the 
changes she has witnessed.

Modern trans- 
portation is an improvement, 
though as a child I made a trip 
with my mother to spend a year 
with relatives in Montreal and it 
was enjoyable. We went all the way 
by water, to Chicago by river and 
through the Great Lakes. There 
was no canal around the Falls and 
we shot the rapids. Whee! It was 
exciting.” She thrilled even now 
at the memory ofit. “My wedding 
trip in 1858 was to New Orleans by 
steam boat, a palatial steam boat. 
What more could you want today?

“T never went on the street alone 
until after I was married,” she 
said. “My first school, conducted 
by the Sisters of Charity, was on 
Tenth street and our Negro mam- 
my had to stop whatever she was 
doing and escort my sister and me 
to school. I recall there was a 
medical school near by and a fav- 
orite prank of the students was to 
entice Negroes inside and frighten 
them with the skeleton. Old Pela- 
gie would stand on the opposite 
corner and watch us safely within,

Mrs. Wilkinson is the oldest liv- 
ing graduate of this school and 
wears qg medal stamped with the 
name and seal of Mme. Duchesne, 
who, still living at that time, 
founded the Sacret Heart order in 
this country at St. Charles. Fifty 
years after her death first steps 
of her canonization were taken, 

“It had become a fiie school in 
my day, much improved over my 
mother’s and grandmother’s time 
when they had attended in an 
abandoned log house somebody had 
given the sisters.” 


“Women have a great deal more 
freedom now,” she observed. “They 
are doing everything, even flying 
across the ocean alone. They sup- 
port themselves and some of them 
have large responsibilities. We 
presided only over our homes but 
with large households and many 
servants we had much responsibil- 
ity too, and plenty to occupy us. We 
could not go to a shop and get our 
wardrobes ready made. We did not 
have laundries, bakeries and the 
many prepared foods to relieve us 
of housework. We had a seam- 
stress employed by the month to 
make our voluminous dresses and 
much trimmed underclothes. I re- 
call when I asked my father to 
buy a sewing machine he objectea 
that already we used so much ma- 
terial, he would never be able to 
supply all a sewing machine would 
use up. If women went back to 
that system it would help uneia- 
ployment. 


“There was work for a score of 
servants in our home but with so 
many hands and so much space 
there was also ample leisure and 
much social life. I remember the 
readjustment after the war. How 
would we be able to get along 
without the Negroes? we asked 
ourselves. The Negroes had to re- 
adjust themselves, too. -Our old 
servants would come hack demand- 
ing clothes, food, vynything they 
needed, as a matter of course we 
had always room for guests and 
there was much visiting. There 
were extra beds and they were 
never single beds such as we have 
now. People were not s0 squeam- 
ish about doubling up. When my 
poys were young it was pothing un- 
usual to wake them in the morn- 
ing and find two or three or four 
heads on the pillows of the big 
four-poster where I had expected 
only one. 


“Entertaining was mostly in the 
homes at long heavily loaded 
tables.

WASHINGTON, May 28.—Chal- 
lenging the advocates of the sales 
iax to bring the issue to an imme- 
diate vote in the Senate, Senator 
Pat Harrison (Dem.), Mississippi;

ee, charged today in a fiery speech 
hat “propaganda hatched in the 
Vhite House the other nigh,t” at 
2e@ meeting of President Hoover 
ith 38 newspaper publishers and 
editors, was being sent out over the 
country in an effort to “browbeat” 
the Senate into acceptance of the 
tax. 

“Now that we are almost at the 
end of the road,’ cried Harrison, 
“now that we are about ready to 
pass a bill that will come within 
$40,000,000 of the amount that the 
Treasury said was necessary to bal- 
ance the budget, we read that the 
President has engaged leading 
newspaper publishers in a long dis- 
cussion over the sales tax, and we 
see that every effort is being made 
to get the Senate to undo the work 
it has done.” 

Senate Takes Recess. 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
charged that President Hoover was 
“covertly” urging the sales tax, but 
lacked the courage to come out for 
it openly. The Senate recessed in 
Rhe midst of debate without any 
reement on a sales tax vote. 
Harrison proposed that the fur- 
ther amount required to balance} 
the budget be raised by adoption of 
the Connally amendment, previous- 
ly voted down in the Senate, to re- 
instate the 1922 income-tax rates. 
with surtaxes culminating in a 
maximum of 65 per cent on income 
over $1,000,000. 4 

Off the floor, Harrison declared 
hat the anti-sales tax forces were 
re of a majority of five votes.
